SURPLUS CHURCH FUNDS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Si®,—According to the Report of the 
Representative Church Body, to be presented 
to the General Synod next week, the total 
amount (£105,769 15s. 4d.) received for 
assessment and augmentation in 1930 shows 
a decrease of £3, os. 3d., being £1,271 
138. Sd. less than the average for the years 
1927, 1928 and 1929. Any "ré hance in the 
assessment is a serious matter. and some of 
the methods adopted in recent vears to make 
good such a deficiency, or to forestall it. are 
far from commendable or in keeping with 
the principles of Christian giving as 
enunciated in the New Testament. ‘Take, 
for instance, tales of work, which are 
attended, in many cases, by concessions to 
the gambling spirit. In nearly every case 
these sales of work are a strain on the 
strength and resources of the clergy, and of 
their wives, sisters or mothers, who have to 
toil and plan, and to solicit assistance in 
many directions for months beforehand. 

Now, when some of the Church funds show 
every year a large credit balance, no longer 
‘earmarked '" for special purposes, but avail- 
able for distribution in any way that meets 
with the approval or free vote of the General 
Svnod, it would be a gracious and sensible 
thing to do away with the harsh necessity 
of forcing parishes or parsons to organise 
sales of work to meet any want in the 
Sustentation Fund. Allocate to any of the 
dioceses that require it a sum of money 
suMcient to discharge any debt on the 
Sustentation Fund due directly to wholly un- 
avoidable causes, such as a diminution in the 
number of the parishioners, or the loss, 
through altered circumstances, of large sub- 
scribers. 

Until quite recently the Representative 
Church Body were very considerate in making 
generous grants to what were called " poor 
parishes.” A new definition of that term is 
now overdue. One of the items to be con- 
sidered in arriving at a just definition of 
what now constitutes a “ poor parish’’ is the 
paucity of the parishioners. Another is the 
maintenance of resident clergymen in 
parishes, or centres which, save in loss of 
wealthy subscribers or numbers, are even 
more important than ever. It is to be hoped 
that some influential member of the Repre 
sentative Church Body next week at the 
General Synod will make a move in the 
matter.—Yours, etc.,

are dirty to the last degree, ignorant of the 
humblest- amenities of civilised life, of all 
those things that are taught to little children 
in their national schools, and. above all, 
ignorant of God and of the love of Him Who 
said, ‘Suffer the little children to come 
unto Me,’ and ignorant of the guiding and 
restraining hand of His Church. - 

Their present condition is bad, but what 
of their future if our only consideration is 
to rid ourselves of the nuisance of ma 
wresence? Their future, as Í see it, can only 
w a life devoid of ail social and moral law, 
further little, helpless, innocent babes, and 
a further and increasing menace to the 
farmers and a nuisance to the public, This 
is a matter for the State. Surely no Christian 
Government should allow a heathen com- 
munity to continue unchecked in its country. 
The only means | see to rid the whole 
country of the nuisance is to take the 
children, from two years and upwards, from 
all vagrant tinkers’ camps, and to place 
them in nursery homes, where they will te 
taught and trained in all those social and 
moral principles which go to the making 
of decent citizens. As they reach school 


age the national school, or its equivalent, will, 
give them the teaching which is the right cf, 


all their young contemporaries. After school 
age the girls should get a course of domestic 
training to equip them for domestic work, and 
the boys at fourteen years of age should be 
passed on to an industrial school. 

To-day this scheme should be neither costly 
nor difficult to inaugurate. There are many 
large houses lying idle throughout the 
country which would not be costly to buy or 
to equip suitably for the small mhabitants, 
and the teaching and training of these should 
be a work dear to the heart of many of 
the ladies of our numerous religious com- 
munities. In this way a generation or two 
should see the last of the “tinker menace,” 
and in its stead our farmers and householders 
would have at their command a supply of 
well-trained and efficient workers.—Yours, 
etc., ‘Pro Bono Pvstico.’

HOLIDAYS AT HOME 


(By PHILIP GERARDE). 
‘[ approach of Whitsuntide, with 


the implied promise of sunny days nd 
long, lazy summer evenings, sets us all a- 
plotting and a-planning tor the holiday 
season; and, as of old, the same question 
is already on the lips of everyone: 
“ Where are you going this year?’’ 

The ready question is not readily 
answered. Ireland itself, a land where 
lake and sea, woodland and meadow, moor 
and mountain blend so easily and so 
charmingly, must, naturally, make appeal 
to many people. Not only to those who 
believe that holidays, like charity, should 
begin at home, but to those others who 
know how to extract the last ounce of 
pleasure from the yearly break in the 
round of, work has Ireland much to offer. 
Nevertheléss, there are others—many 
thousands of them—who prefer the 
different ‘‘atmosphere’’ of a holiday 
spent away from their native land, and 
who, every year, look forward to a 
broadening of outlook only to be gained 
from contact with foreign peoples and 
unfamiliar customs. 


FACILITIES. 


As far as the railway, transport and 
shipping companies are concerned, neither 
of these two groups of would-be holiday- 
makers have any complaint—save one. The 
only trouble, indeed, is that in seeking to 
choose a holiday their task is made all the 
more difficult by the extraordinarily fine 
facilities and attractive itineraries which 
such companies have to offer. 

Nowadays-more than ever is travel 
within the reach of everyone; and since 
almost every locality may be reached with 
the maximum of comfort and convenience. 
and the minimum of expense and trouble, 
that side of the question should not enter 


| into the difficulty at all.

To those, how- 
ever, who find difficulty in selecting their 
locality, let me tender one word of ad- 
vice. If you are unable to make up your 
mind, pick from this article, or from 
any guide book, three or four localities 
which sound attractive. Then go to the 
railway or other company concerned, to 
the Irish Tourist Association, or to 
any other agency, and you will be 
given all the help and _particu- 
lars you require. After tha the 
process of elimination should be easy. 
Now is the time to do it. Summer holi- 
day, it is true, can still be viewed as from 
afar off. Whitsuntide, however, 1s near 
at hand, and the time is short. 


A WIDE CHOIC4, 


Since one’s native land must be the 
first choice of many, we will consider the 
claims of Ireland first. For those who 
prefer the wild, rugged grandeur of the 
West, Galway, with its ancient streets and 
many spires, is an ideal stepping-off place. 
From there Connemara and Clifden, 
Leenane and Mallaranny, each superb in 
lake and mountain scenery, each in itself 
a veritable storehouse of wild loveliness, 
can be visited with ease. Throughout 
every mile of this country there 1s 
fishing, fine fishing, that is to be 
had merely for the asking, and 
which, in even the shortest of tours, 
will repay the most inexpert angler. 
Further North, where the wide Atlantic 
sweeps into the corrugated coast of 
Donegal, you will find the town of Sligo 
nestling cosily in its own bay. , The go- 


ahead methods of the citizens of Sligo, | 


they say, are due in large measure to the 
exhilarating situation in which they live. 
Certainly it seems as if at Strandhill and 
at Rosses Point there is more fresh air 
than in half the rest of the world put

together; there, indeed, is it possible to 
realise the delightful feeling of buoyancy 
that only an Atlantic breeze can give. 


THE NORTH-WEST. 


All this country, however, is a land of 
health and beauty. Bundoran, at the gate 
of Donegal itself, is unexcelled as a water- 
ing place, and is a fitting spot from which 
to taste the first glories of the laughing 
valleys and smiling highlands of that wild 
and lovely county—a county that in after 
years will call you back again and again. 

The western seaboard also holds within 
its more southern coastline such _ well- 
known centres as Lahinch, with its famous 
golf links; Kilkee, of the sweeping sandy 
beach, and [Lisdoonvarna, famed for its 
medicinal wells and baths. Further south 
still, in the Kingdom of Kerry and over 
its borders, there is the choice of such 
scenery and pleasure as can only be 
afforded by spots like Killarney itself, 
Parknasilla, Glengariff, Kenmare and 
Bantry Bay. What is there to say that 
has not already been said of Killarney?

' On Wednesday, at a meeting of the Civics 
Institute, the Reverend J. E. Canavan, 
S.J., described a Dublin slum. It is a 
place where the very poor are herded 
together in a common squalor., ‘‘ From 
year-end to year-end they had not as much 
privacy as a goldfish in a bowl. They 
were born, they grew, fed, quarrelled, 
sinned, slept, waked, prayed, sickened and 
died in public.” Yesterday, in these 
columns, the Teverend J. Wesley 
McKinney added details to Father 
Canavan’s picture. In one of Dublin's 
many thousand tenements he found a 
family of ten, living in a single room. 
Four boys sleep in one bed and three boys 
sleep on the floor. Another family of 
seven, known to Mr. McKinney, occupies 
a basement room or cellar, which receives 
its only light and air through the ever-open 
door. The house which covers this base- 
ment shelters forty persons and has, for 
all, one water-tap and one cramped 
lavatory. These appalling conditions are 
repeated everywhere throughout the urban 
area—behind our pleasant squares and at 
the back of our most flourishing streets. 
They are a scandal and a grave menace to

that these very poor persons can afford 
to pay? Ministries and town-planners 
have argued such matters at much length 
and have reached no conclusions. It seems 
to us that the first condition of reform must 
be the creation ‘of driving-power in the 
shape of an organised public opinion. In 
other words, a moral campaign must pre- 
cede material reform. The problem appears 
insuperable to-day only because it has not 
provoked our zeal or terror. We should 
approach it very differently if we were 
convinced that it was—as, indeed, it is— 
a matter of 'ife or death. When a man 
realises that only a skilful operation can 
save his life, the cost of the doctor’s bill 
becomes a secondary affair. . As a begin- 
ning; therefore, let us Dublin 
heartily ashamed of her slums. Let us 
convince her ‘that these’ slums’ are a dis- 
grace to her dignity, a danger to her 
health, a crime against humanity, and a 
slur upon the scutcheon of the State. Such 
a campaign ought to find its leadership 
in the. Churches, in Parliament and in the 
Press. When the public conscience has 
been "aroused, and when the tolerated 
becomes intolerable, the. material difficul- 
ties wil] be found to have dwindled. When 
all agree that the problem must be solved, 


make 


the requirements of international law. and 
Dr. Curtius and his colleagues seem to be 


determined that it shall be carried to a 
successful conclusion. They point out that 
last year Rumania and Yugoslavia. 
with the benevolent assistance of Czecho- 
slovakia, decided to arrange a Custums 
Union and to establish a permanent com- 
mittee for that purpose. No protest was 
raised then by the Powers; why should 
they object now when Germany and 
Austria follow suit? Of course, the 
analogy is incomplete, but it provides a 
useful debating point. - For the sake of 
Europe's welfare we hope that the issue 
will be faced squarely. The real objection 
to the Austro-German plan is the fear of 
the French that it may lead to eventual 
Anschluss. Nothing else really matters. 
Germany is trying to assert her indepen- 
dence in the councils of Europe; France 
is trying to perpetuate the hegemony that 
she won on November llth, 1918. Between 
these two great Powers stands Britain, 
whose .iain interest is the preservation of 
peace on the Continent. Mr. Arthur 
Henderson is playing the part of honest 
broker at Geneva. He wishes to remain 
on good terms with both parties, and is 
seeking desperately for some formula 
that will cut the Gordian knot. Com- 
promise may postpone, it cannot decide, 
the final issue. Has Germany the same 
right as other nations to order her own 
affairs, or does the Versailles Treaty bind 
her for ever to the chariot wheel of the 
Quai d'Orsay?

Sir Dawson Bates, Minister for Home 
Affairs in Northern Ireland, has made 
an interesting statement concerning 


the progress of temperance in the Six | jontiay 


Counties. Lately the administration of 
the Intoxicating Liquor Acts in Uster 
has been subject to stern criticism 
at public meetings, with especial 
reference to the many advertisements for 
the sale of drink, to the increase of 
alcoholic indulgence on Sundays, and to 
the privileges accorded to clubs. The first 
of these questions Sir Dawson Bates held 
very rightly to be a matter for new 
legislation, if such should prove to be 
desirable ; the other complaints he declared 
to be frivolous and founded upon in- 
accurate information. Not only, he said,

To clinch his argument Sir 
Dawson Bates had recourse to the amount 
of duty paid on alcoholic liquor in the 
year 1925-1926 and last year. In the 
former instance it amounted to £2,187,367. 
whereas last year it was only £1,836,904 
Sir Dawson Bates seems to have proved 
his case, and we congratulate the citizens 
of Northern Ireland upon their increasing 


sobriety.

EUROPEAN FEDERATION. 


Ostensibly for the reason that the 
Russians had not yet arrived, this morn- 
ing’s meeting of the Commission on 
European Federation met in private, but, 
apart from a review by M. Briand of the 
work already accomplished and an allusion 
by him to Customs relations in Europe, 
which he said would have to be the subject 
of a frank and full discussion, nothing 
momentous was touched on, and the meet- 
ing ended in the expression of compliments 
to M. Briand. 

The compliments fully reflected the 
prevailing confidence that, by some 
characteristic diplomatic conjuring, M. 
Briand will find a solution to the 
apparently insoluble uestion which 
dominates the present gathering of states- 
men. 

This morning Mr. Henderson had a long 
conversation with Signor Grandi on the 
nature of the commercial agreement 
recently concluded between Italy, Austria 
and Hungary, with a view to reciprocal 
development of trade. 


PREVENTION OF WAR. 


This afternoon the Special Committee 
which has been drafting a report on means 
for preventing war, in which Lord Cecil 
of Chelwood has taken an indefatigable 
part, completed its work. M. Politis, 
Chairman, expressed at the closing 
sitting his satisfaction at the successful 
outcome of the Commitee’s work, to which 
Lord Cecil had so largely contributed. 
The labours of the Committee, M. Politis 
said, had been difficult and delicate. They 
had not completely solved all the 
problems, but considerable progress had 
been made, and that was due to the excel- 
lent spirit of good-will displayed by the 
members of the Committee. 
Lord Cecil, who has been the guiding 
light and counsellor throughout, made one 
of his customary felicitious speeches, in 
which he said that, quite apart from the 
intrinsic value of the Draft Convention 
that had been agreed upon, they had 
reached an agreement that was all the 
more important in view of the present 
conditions in Europe. He concluded 
amidst applause, with a tribute to M. 
Politis’s handling of the discussions. 

The Soviet delegation, headed by M. 
Litvinoff, Commissar for Foreign Affairs, 
has arrived in Geneva to attend the dis- 
cussions of the European Commission. 


NEXT YEAR’S CONFERENCE. 


A member of the British delegation to- 
night requested Reuter’s Correspondent to 
deny the statement that the Foreign 
Ministers had decided that Mr. Henderson 
should, if still in office, preside over the 
Conference to be held next vear. It was 
added that there is no truth in the report 
that London had been selected as the 
venue of the Conference. and that, further- 
more, not a word so far has been men- 
tioned of the Disarmament Conference.

EARLY RESIGNATION 
EXPECTED. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Friday. 

The end of M. Briand’s long tenure at 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs seems to 
be definitely in sight. From this morning’s 
papers it appears that his intention to 
resign is irrevocable. The Echo de Parie 
thinks, it probable that he will hand in 
his resignation before the Cabinet resigns 
as a whole on June 13th, when the new 
President assumes office. In that case M. 
Laval, the Prime Minister, will tem- 
porarily take over M. Briand’s portfolio. 
As, however. M. Doumer intends that the 
present Cabinet shall remain in office, the 
question of who will replace M. Briand 
at the Quai d’Orsay, will become urgent. 
Meanwhile he has an important and 
delicate task to carry out at Geneva, 
especially in regard to the discussions 
which take place outside the League, the 
conversations with Mr. Arthur Henderson 
and Sienor Grandi being among the most 
outstanding. 

“Mr. Henderson was so anxious -to 
explain things to Signor Grandi,’’ says 
the journal, “that he had to see him as 
soon as he arrived. There is, however. no 
reason to be unduly stirred by this.” con- 
tinues the journal): ‘‘for we had decided 
a lone time ago that London and Rome

* LABOUR IN CONTROL. 


‘“ Australia is completely controlled by 
Labour organisations, and the’ result is 
that the workmen are paid very well and 
the professiong} classes very badly. ‘here. 
is a great deal of unemployment in the 
country, and the men are not put on the 
dole, but engaged in relief works. “For 
this they are paid what seems to us 
the absurd amount of fourteen shillings 
a day—over £4 ‘w week; When éne’ re-' 
members the low cost of living, it-will be 
seen that the unemployed do not do so 
badly in Australia. ips 

“The case of New South. Wales has “of 
course, had.a very bad effect.on- Aus- 
tralian credit, but there is little doubt 
that the country as a whole is in a rather 
bad state economically. “Ime my opinion, 
this is due largely. to Australia’s immense 
War debt—about five hundred million 
pounds—which is still weighing down the 
country. During the’ War, Australia‘ 
paid her private soldiers six shillings a 
day, which was a great deal more than 
the British rate, and this alone was a very 
expensive item. Apart abtogether from 
the War debt, I think that the country 
has been living’ beyond its means, and 
récent schemes, such as Canberra, ‘have 
cost a tremendous amount.of monev. 


A SMALL POPULATION. 

“I received the idea, also, that Aus- 
tralia is not being developed to the fullest 
extent. The country has an area ap- 
proaching that of the United States, and 
its total. population -is not as large as that 
of Greater New York. At least half of 
this population is concentrated in the 
three big towns of Adelaide, Melbourne 
and Sydney, se.the. rest of the country 
supports only three million people or 
thereabouts. The Australians do nothing 
to encourage immigration; in fact, they 
rather resent it. , 

‘* But, although its present position is 
bad, there is no doubt that Australia will 
pull through all right. It is a country of 
immense resources, and its present difh- 
culties can he only temporary.” 

Senator Moran is well knówn to 
Dubliners in connection with the Port and 
Docks Board, and he was n«turally very 
much interested in Australian methods, to 
which he gavé great praise.. Almost: every- 
thing at an Australian port, he said, was 
done by machinery, and he had seen ships 
cleared and re-loaded in a couple of days, 
a task that took the best part of a week 
in Ireland. Australian harbours, besides, 
enjoyed great natural advantages, as they 
were completely land-locked. Dredging— 
an expensive item in the Port of Dublin— 
was unknown there, for all the ports had 
plenty of deep water. 


NEW ZEALAND.. 


Having visited the principal cities of 
Australia, Senator Moran paid a visit to 
New Zealand, and arrived’ at Napier 
shortly after the disastrous earthquake 
took place there. Considering the absolute 
desolation of the place, he said, he was 
surprised that the death-rol] had been so 
small. The city itself .was- little more 
than a heap of ruins, and within thirty 
miles there was not a single chimney- 
stack standing. | 

While in Napier Senator Moran was in 
consultation with the city authorities, and 
at his suggestion they consemted to adopt 
a new scheme for the widening of streets 
in the devastated area. .This scheme was 
first advocated by Senator Moran after the 
rebellion in Dublin, and it proved much 
less expensive than the customary method. 

The usual system, of course, is to buy 
up all the sites facing the street in ques- 
tion and to pull down the buildings, 
and this involves a great amount of 
money. In most cases, it is. the. only 
way possible, but when a whole block 
of buildings has been destroyed, the 
problem can be solved much more 
simply. As regards the widening of 
Earl street, for instance, Senator Moran's 
plan was to buy a single site facing O’Con- 
nell street, and extending, right through 
The new buildings ovald Se 
‘“squeezed up ” into the space thus 
Rae and Farl street was a wider at 
very little expense. Dublin was the first 
city to adopt this simple plan, and the 
authorities in Napier. intend.to widen their 
new streets on the same principle. | 

Senator Moran saw a good deal of New 
Zealand during his short stay, “ I visited 
the hot springs at Rotorua,’’ he said, 
“ and really it is the most extyaordinary 
place. You can catch a trout in-oné pool, 
and, by dipping it into the next, have it 
boiled in about a minute. I made Auck- 
land. my headquarters for the North 
Island, and after staying there for twelve 
days, went on to the South Island, where 
I did some flying. I then went back to 
Wellington, and returned home via the 
Panama Canal. 

“ On the whole,” said Senator Moran, 
“7 was struck by the soundness of our 
affairs here in Ireland, as compared with 
those of other countries I have visited. 
Our condition may’ not be all we could 
wish for. but it-is enviable compared with 
the state of things in Australia. I visited 
Ceylon on my outward journey, and found . 
that their trade wax in a bad state too. 
The tea industry there is suffering very 
much from . Dutch competition, and 
rubber—their other main industry—is in a 
very bad condition, Ireland, I think, is 
at present on a much firmer footing than 
most of the other countries. 

Senator Moran laid emphasis on the 
kindness of Sir Howard D’Egville, of the, 
Empire Farliamentary Association, who 
was instrumental! in giving him introduc’ 
tions to many of the prominent men in 
Australia and New Zealand...

VATICAN CITY, Friday. 


The new Encyclical] is.a revision of the 
famous Kerum Novarum,. issued just 
forty years ago to-day, which earned for 
its-author, Pope Leo XIII., the sobriquet 
of the ‘‘ Workman’s Pope ” because of its 
defence of the rights of the under-dog, and 
which has been regarded as the charter of 
the Catholic Church’s attitude towards 
social problems. To-day’s Encyclical will 
be known as the Quadragesimo Anno, those 
being the two first words, indicating that 
it was issued on the fortieth anniversary 
of the publication of the Rerum Norarum. 


The social fabric, as Pope Pius XI. sets 
it forth, is based on the present capitalist 
system, but urges a fairer share of the 
profits of their toil for the workers. 

The Encyclical is divided into three 
parts. Part I. reviews the Rerum 
Novarum, which is described as “ a great 
charter of Catholic social action.” Part II. 
outlines the Vatican’s views on social 
affairs. It proclaims the Catholic doctrine 
on the rights of private property, and 
re-states duties of the individual towards 
society, and denounces individualism and 
Communism as ‘‘equally pernicious 
errors. 


CAPITAL AND LABOUR. 


Capital and Labour, it says, are two 
essential elements of the modern economic 
régime. Neither party has the right to 
claim the whole of the yield of their 
common effort. There must be a reorganisa- 
tion which will provide a fairer distribu- 
tion of profits. The workers must 
gradually be raised to the degree of 
}comfort which the ownership of property 
gives; wages must suffice to cover not only 
vita] needs, but the higher needs of the 
family, and furnish the wherewithal to 
better its conditions. Class warfare must 
give Pldcb-itd ‘real and sincere co-opera- 
tion. 

It is the thitd part, in which the Pope 
examines the modern economic régime, that 
carries the sting. He does not condemn 
the present system as bad in itself, but 
denounced the “ profound deformities and 
grave abuses”’ which vitiate it. ‘‘ The 
wild competition of yesterday,” the Pontiff 
says, ‘‘has given rise to a concentration 
in the hands of a few of the economic 
power of the whole world.” That con- 
centration- and domination are degenerat- 
ing into tyrannical despotism, the remedy 
for which is a return to the salutary 
principles of. Catholic social philosophy 
and their judicious applicaton to the 
i régime of Capital and Labour.

APPEAL TO “ERRING SONS.” 


Socialism flattered itself that it had 
found a radical remedy, but that remedy 
had proved worse than the disease. 
Socialism had lately evolved in two direc- 
tions. One was Communism, which could 
not in any way be reconciled to Church 
doctrine, and the other was a sort of 
mitigated Socialism. This new Socialism 
was in several ways consonant with 
Catholic principles, but was in general 
at variance with the true conception given. 
by the Gospel, and was irreconcilable with 
it. No one could be at one and the same 
time a good Catholic and a true Socialist, 
and he adjured his sons who had strayed 
into the ranks of Socialism to return to 
the Church without delay. His Holiness 
concludes with an appeal for the co-opera- 
tion of men of good-will. 

Scenes of enthusiastic devotion were wit. 
nessed this afternoon in the courtyard at 
St. Damasus, from which the Pope broad- 
cast a résumé of his Encyclical. 


THE BROADCAST SPEECH. 


The following is a summary of the 
Pope's broadcast speech this afternoon: 
‘* Welcome all ye most beloved sons whom 
the powerful voice of our predecessor, Leo 
XIII., almost as though resounding from 
the splendour of Eternity, was convoked 
and reunited in the house of your common 
father. Be ve twice and thrice welcome, 
ye who have come from so many different 
countries, near and far, bringing us so 
w rthy a representation of the workers of 
the whole world, and what is our greatest 
joy, have shown that happy reunion of 
workers and givers of work, directors, 
workers and organisers of work, wich 1s 
so necessary to the real advantage of all. 

‘“ Our most beloved Roman people have 
given you their welcome, letting yc. share 
in a really magnificent and unforgettable 
demonstration of their life of faith 
towards the Mother of God in commemora- 
tion of the great Council which was cele- 
brated fifteen centuries ago. The Bishop of 
Rome is happy and particularly proud to 
represent a people so faithful and so pious, 
but it is the Mother of God herself who 
gives vou her ineffable welcome of 
beloved sons, smiling a blessing from her 
venerated image and major Basilica.”’ 

The immense Basplica was filled to its 
utmost capacity of over 70,000 people. 
Pilgrimages from all the world have 
arrived in Rome. They consist largely of 
workingmen, and include an English con- 
tingent of seventy pe6ple organised by the 
Catholic Association, and headed by the

A NEW MEMORIAL. 


The long-considered prospect of erecting a 
memorial to the founder of the National Bank 
in its head offices at College Green, Dublin, 
is about to ha accomplished. A €tatue of 
Daniel O’Connex 1s to he placed on the 
Spacious fe} . 

This work has been 
entrusted to Mr. 
Andrew O’Connor, a 
sculptor of fame in 
the two hemispheres, 
who has undertaken 
the task with ardour. 
Being himself of Co. 
Cavan origin, hailing 
from Ballyjamesduff, 
Mr. Andrew O’Con- 
nor has accepted the 
commission to model 
a memorial of the 
great Irish leader as 
much con amore as 
for material consider. 
ation. 


ANDREW OF CONNOR. 

The statue will be greater than life size, 

and will be cast in bronze. It will probably 
be finished and erected by the close of the 
present year. 
" Mr. O'Connor, who resides in Paris, is 
the son of an Irishman, who left Bally- 
jamesduff, County Cavan, in the middle of 
the 19th century, and settled in the United 
States. His father was a sculptor, and from 
him Mr. O'Connor derived and deveélopéd 
genins for the same form of art. In lis 
early manhood Mr. O'Connor had a bent 
towards painting. He came to London, ard 
studied for three years in the studio of the 
famous British painter, Sargent. Sculpture, 
however, proved to be his true métier. He 
returned to it and to New York, where 
in 1901, his chance came with the building 
of St. Bartholomew's Church, a memorial to 
Cornelius Vanderbilt. It was the first big 
tuning he did, and thereafter the fruits of his 
genius came in demands for his art greater 
than he could meet. Among his notable 
achievements were the Koosevelt memorial at 
Chicago; the Lincoln monument at Spring- 
field, Illinois; and the bronze statue ot La 
Fayette at Baltimore. He sculptured the 
fine memorial to Abraham Lincoln at the 
Reval Exchange in London. 

In his tater years Mr. 0 Connor has lived 
in Paris, where his artistic genius has been 
highly appreciated. He has received the very 
high honour of the Paris Salon Gold Medal, 
and was a year ago created Uhevalier of the 
Legion of Honour by the French Govern- 


ment.
